POISONED ARROWS. 


How a British Force Was Ambushed! 


at Kuta, in Nigeria. 


How a British missionary made a 
hazardous journey in face of a tornado 
to a scene of an attack on a British 
force, who were ambushed, is told in 
the details now to hand of the attack 
on a British force in Nigeria. The 
first news came to Minna, a place 
on the line of the Baro: Kano: Railway, 
about 30 miles from the scene of the 


occurrence; stating that a British force | 


had been cut up at Gussoro by the 
cifficult and truculent Guari people. 
This account, which was hurriedly 
written by the doctor, who was him- 
self“wounded, merely stated that the 
officer in charge was missing, together 
with a European police officer and a 
sergeant,and that the writer was him- 
self wounded. The Rev. W. P. Low, 
who has for some years been working 
among the Guaris, happened to be at 
Minna when the news came in. He 
was hurrying down to the coast on his 
way home, having only reached Minna 
that day from his station at Kuta, 
from which place the wounded doctor 
had sent his despatch. Mr. Low in- 
stantly volunteered to go to Kuta to 
render any aid possible to the sur- 
vivors, and also to use his influence 
with the people. This he did imme- 
diately. 

Mr. Low spent 12 hours in Kuta, 
and, having assured himself of the 
loyalty of the townspeople, resumed 
his journey to the coast. Picking up 
a construction train on the way back, 
he just caught his steamer, but was 
nearly drowned in a native canoe 
when going down the Niger. He met 
the punitive force under Maj. Wil- 
liams, consisting of 150 men, with a 


| Maxim. on its way to the scene of the 


ambush. The ill-fated police party had 
started from Kuta only a few hours 
before it was attacked. In consisted 
of Lieut. Vanrenen, Capt. Stone, a 
doctor, a European sergeant, and 
police. Accompanying the force was 
the Chief of Gussoro. Its object was 
to march to Gussoro, atid there rein- 
state the chief, who, for his loyalty to 
the British, had been compelled to 
leave his town. For two months 
previously it was reported that the 
Guaris had been making poisoned ar- 
rows, and had declared that they 
would oppose the return of the chief. 
It was not thought that the people 
would attack, but“as a measure of 
precaution, Maj. Williams’ force had 
been held in readiness at Kuta, in 
ease of trouble. 

When the attack was made, how- 
ever, the telegraph line was down. 
Lieut. Vanrenen had only proceeded 
for a few miles when he was com- 
pletely overwhelmed by a force o} 
some 600 natives, who surrounded 
the narty in the thick bush. A dead- 
ly fire of poisoned arrows, at short 
range, Was poured upon the British, 
Lieut. Venrenen being at once killed, 
his body falling in the long grass, The 
doctor was also wounded by poisoned 
arrows, and 11 police were — killed. 
Whatever formation was possible was 
attempted, but the heavy and well- 
directed fire completely disorganized 
the remainder of the police, who fled. 
Capt Stone, with great gallantry, went 
back to try and recover his chief's 
body was unsucenceful the re. 
mains being subsequently found by 
the punitive force and buried on the 
spot. The surviving Europeans man- 
aged to find their way back to Kuta 
by hiding in the bush im order to 
avoid the enemy, who pursued them. 
The punitive expedition had some stiff 
fighting, but they inflicted severe pun- 
ishment on the Guaris, and burnt 
their town There were no losses on 
the British side. The Gusoro chief 
was at first reported killed, but he 
suceeeded in making good his escape.

Calgary, Alta.—The heaviest wheat 
of the season was recently submitted 
to Grain Inspector Hill, who, after 
testing it, announced that it weighs 66 
pounds to the bushel. It is Alberta 
red and was grown at Bassano, Bow 


submitted this year to the local grain 
insnector. The wheat is so full and 
plump that the Alberta Pacific Eleva 
tor company have offered a premium 
for the entire crop.

with the heaviest winter wheat. 

Shipments of grain out of Calgary 
hive averaged about thirty care daily

| province, the wheat to date from that 
locality averages 40 bushels, barley 
45 and oats 65 bushels per acre. 


Analysis of Food 


Ottawa, — Anthony McGill, chief 
lanalyst for the department of inland 
revenue, has issued a bulletin giving 
|} the results of an analysis of 23 brands 
‘of infants’ and invalids’ foods sold in 
iCanada. No similar analysis has been 
made since 1898, when 22 brands were 
reported on. Mr. McGill reports that 
the present inspection shows a great- 
tly increased percentage of matters sol- 
uble in alcohol and in water, in other 
words, in sugars and soluble starch, 
This is a feature which gives the food 
an increased value. Mr. McGill, how-

PRESIDENT OF THE C.P.R. GIVES 


| INTERESTING INTERVIEW. 


| Sir Thomas Shaughnessy States That 
the C.P.R. will Continue to Ship 
| Grain to the Coast to Build up Mar- 


| kets there—Raiiway Construction 
Work Being Pushed this Year—No 
Shortage of Cars to Handle Crop. 


Calgary.—Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, 
president of the C.P.R., paid a brief 
visit to this city, before proceeding to 
the const, on a trip of inspection. 
Speaking to a deputation of local grain 
men, Sir Thomas said: 

“You people are confident that Van- 
couver will make a desirable grain 
terminus and you want us to co-op- 
erate with you to make it so. The 
matter rests with Mr. Whyte and my- 
self, and we will talk it over. We are 
not narrow minded, our interests are 
the same as yours, and if we decide 
that it is the right and best thing to 
do to establish big bulk storage ware- 
houses and elevators there, we will not 
|let a little money stand in our way.” 

In talking about railrond matters he 
said that the Wetaskiwin branch line 
was practically finished and he had 
been assured that it would be all fin- 
ished next month. The grading on 
the Stettler line was also finished and 
the line was making satisfactory head- 
way. The line from Langdon now be- 
jing built’ would be rushed ahead as 
rapidly ag possible, ‘and you ean also 
say,”’ he said, “that it will be extend- 
ed further east as the development of 
the country warrants it.” 

Regarding the grain crop Sir Thomas 
was very optimistfe and was certain 
jthat it would be the best crop yet har- 
vested in the west. Will there be lots 
of cars this yenr, was asked, and to 
this he replied that he anticipated no 
trouble in this respect, 

“There will be no shortage  what- 
ever,” he said. ‘We have ample cars 
to move the grain and T do not antici- 
pote any difficulty whatever.” 

The deputation of grain men who 
| waited on Sir Thomas, were all mem- 
hers of the local grain exchange, 
They were received very courteously, 
jand after the meeting Mr. L. P 
| Strong, who acted as spokesman, stat. 
jek that they had received great en- 
;couragement. ‘So much so,”’ he said, 
“that we will still continue sending 
some grain west to build up the mar- 
kets there and encourage them in the 
expectation that next year will see 
storage facilities there large enough to 
accommodate the whole crop. This is 
an expensive proposition at the pres- 
ent time and one which the grain men 
{would not be able to consider if we 
‘did not have the hope that ultimately 
we will get storage facilities there.” 

Sir Thomas stated that the C.P.R. 
was quite ready to act as soon as they 
were convinced that this was the right 
step, but that they did not went to do 
anything now which would aft rwards 
prove a mistake. 

“We would probably make more 
money by taking the grain to the west 
D ‘ Zor’ piiam,” he said, 
“and if we find that it is The right 
thing to do we will certainly do it.”
